Work Starts on 
Edison Co. Plant 


Grading and excavation work 
at the site of the Southern Cali- 
fornia Edison Co.’s Btiwanda 
‘team station on Etiwanda ave- 
nue south of Foothill boulevard 
was started this week, according 
to G. L. Blanchard, Ontario dis- 
trict manager of the company. 

This first phase of the huge 
construction project will be com- 
pleted in 40 days, it is anticipat 
ed, and the Stone and Webster 
Engineering Corporation then 
will erect temporary construction 
buildings for the $35,300,000 elec 
tric plant. Edison company com 
munication engineers are now in 
stalling telephone communication 
lines for use during the construc 
tion work. 

Major equipment order's total- 
ling more than $10,000,000 al- 
ready have been placed by the 
-ompany. These include turbine 
Zenerators, boilers, condensers, 
transformers, motors and auxil- 
lary: switchgear. 

The Etiwanda steam station, 
an outdoor type station, will have 
an initial rated generating capac- 
ity of 250,000 kilowatts. It will 
be the company’s third steam-elec- 
tric station, the others being lo- 
cated at Long Beach and Redon- 
do Beach. Like that from the 
other steam stations, the output 
of the Etiwanda station will be 
integrated with that of the com- 
pany’s hydroelectric generating 
plants in Central and Southern 
California and on the Colorado 
river through the company’s vast 
transmission system. 

Scheduled for completion’ in 
1952, the station is a part of the 
company’s continuing construc 
tion program which also includes 
the scheduled.” completion this 
year of a new hydroelectric plant 
on the San Joaquin river, known 
as Big Creek No. 4. In addition. 
construction plans call for a major 
transmission substation, several 
distribution substations, and more 
than 200 miles of 220 kv trans- 
mission lines.
